My experience has proved conclu- 


sively to me that this scientific game 
of football is still in 
the embryonic 


stage therefore it is imperative that 
we choose the most active and intelli- 
gent men for our eleven. 


Each season we are introducing 


new modes of attack and our field 
general is constantly 
changing his 


defense in order to successfully cope 
with these strong offensive experi- 
ments. 


The general conception of a quar- 


terback is one who directs the attack, 
but today both the defense and of- 
fense is directed by the wise field gen- 
eral.

were not represented.

bad arisen over the title to the pro- 
perty. 


FATHER DIED 


On Sept. 16. 1916, the day before 


his death James G. Ciark,, anticipat- 
ing death, and Mrs. Clark executed 
and delivered a warranty 
deed of 


their 120-acre farm in Bovina to the 
plaintiff, Marie Clark 
Schmidt, nee 


Clark, their daughter, then 16 years 
of age. 
The deed was subject to 


two mortgages, of $1,200 and *600 re 
spectively. which 
Mane 
Clark as- 


sumed. The deed also was subject to 
the several conditions: That as long 
as Mrs. Clark rema'ned single, she 
was to receive the income from the 
farm; in case of sale of the property, 
the other 
children were to receive 


certain portions of the proceeds but 
not until they 
reached a specified 


age; Jacob Werner. Garrett Sullivan 
and Henry Knapstein. Sr.. were nam- 
ed appraisers, and the property was 
not to be sold without their consent.

health is a worthwhile objective, and

get the body in tune w i t h a rijrht environ- 
ment constitutes the mam business of life 
whether it p\cr chances to become a pop- 
ular objective or not. 


If heretofore the human organism has 


received too little eonsideration from the 
public, it is now coming into proper em- 
phaM<;. for modern standardization in hy- 
crienie practice js really the crystallization 
of a better understanding and a higher

The real basis of standards in lighting. 
in plumbing, in ventilation, is the manner 
in which these environmental conditions 
may best be fitted to man a.nd made to 
conform In his physiologic needs.

guarded from the more common infec- 
tious diseases. 
To the dust of our streets 


may be charged the necessity of maintain- 
ing our large army of nose and throat 
specialists. 
Practical immunity from iu- 


iV-ciious disease is secured, for a pcopk; 
whose streets are dean, whose houses are. 
well ordered, whoso work places and pub- 
lie halls are adequately ventilated, and 
•who supplement adequate sanitary equip- 
ment by universal and continuous atten- 
tion to matters of personal hygiene. 


Ilencp it is that, the real benefactors 


of a community are the employers who 
provide for the hygienic care of their 
workmen and whose facilities make health 
habits easy in their plants; the health ad- 
ministrators who take -»p the matter of 
health proteetion where individual effort 
fails; and the good citizens who see to it 
that their children are trained to con- 
serve health and to cherish it as the great- 
est possible asset, for the future.

An attempt to fight off ordinary coryza or acute 


otitis media, however, is different. Every little while 
a vigorous fight against such an illness really does 
succeed. For the benefit of any one who may not 
understand what I mean by the terms coryza and 
acute otitis media, eoryza is the genuine acute so 
called "cold in the head." differing from the com- 
mon or ordinary so called "cold" in that it remains 
coryza from beginning: to end and does not "turn" 
into something; else after a clay or two when the 
doctor or victim finds that the first guess was 
wrong: and acute otitis media is ordinary acute ear 
ache caused by inflammation in the ear cavity in- 
side of the drum. There are several other modes 
of treatment suitable for genuine coryza. and I in-

=i?ts of figuratively walloping themselves on the head 
with a mallet, just hard enoush and often enough 
to keep the sensonum dulled so they won't realize 
what's going on. This kind, of lighting also keeps 
the heart weakened and impairs the natural resis- 
tance of the blood.

knockout "cold cures." A poor policy. I call it. If 
you're going to fight a good fight don't begin by 
crippling yourself unnecessarily. 


My notion of the proper way to fight off coryza 


or acute otitis media is a brisk five-mile walk, or a 
| dog trot for a distance sufficient to bring out a 
good sweat. Mind, it isn't the sweating that does 
good: f-o far as we know there js no particular poi- 
son or retained waste matter than can be elim- 
inated through the skin by free sweating, the sweat- 
ing merely indicates that the exercise is sufficient 
to induce the increased metabolism, increased com- 
bustion. necessary to break up the beginning illness. 
And unquestionably the timely waging of such a 
fight does break up many an oncoming attack of 
coryza or otitis which would otherwise give the 
subject several days of discomfort, if not disability. 


Any form of vigorous work or play or exercise. 


indoors or outdoors, sufficient to brine about the 
necessarv increase of metabolism or oxidation, will 
turn lh° trick. 


No particular management or precaution is nee 


essarv after sueh sweating.

immaterial 


whether you bathe, or whether von go out soon 
afterward, or whether you wear more or less rloth- 
me than usual. Suit yourself and your own comfort 
about such details, and don't worry.
